You are hereby notified to meet at Warner Town Hall in said Warner on 
Tuesday, the 13th day of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Building Code as 
follows: 


Ai 


Amend Article II, section A by increasing the value of construc- 
tion or alteration for which a building permit will not be required 
from $500.00 to $1,500.00 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 1, by inserting the 


phrase: ‘‘exits shall provide alternate means of escape.’’ so that 
the paragraph reads as follows: 


‘‘Every dwelling shall have a minimum of two (2) easily accessi- 
ble exits, windows excluded; exits shall provide alternate means 
of escape. Any building to be erected or altered for use as rented 
apartments shall have a minimum of two (2) readily accessible 
exits, windows excluded, from each apartment; exits shall pro- 
vide alternate means of escape.”’ 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 2, so that non-standard 


chimney construction is permitted if approved by the National 
Fire Protection Association and the Warner Fire Department. 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 6, by adding: ‘‘. . . and 


regulations adopted by ordinance by the Town of Warner; and in 
the instance the two may conflict, the more restrictive shall app- 
ly.’’ Paragraph 6 shall read as follows: 


‘*Septic tanks, cesspools, privies, or sewage disposal areas shall 
conform to State regulations and regulations adopted by ordi- 
nance by the Town of Warner, and in the instance the two may 
conflict, the more restrictive shall apply.’ 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 7, so that apartments are 


exempted from the 500 square footage requirement. 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 8, so that the current 


National Electric Code is used as the standard, instead of the 
1965 code. 


. Amend Article II, section B, by adding the following new 


paragraph: 
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‘Building permits shall be issued only to the owner of record of 
the land to which the permit applies, and shall not be 
transferable. Where construction is to be carried out by someone 
other than the permit applicants, the name, address and 
signature of such person shall be required on the permit applica- 
tion. Permits shall be posted conspicuously at the premises 
where construction is being carried on. A building permit appli- 
cant shall make the premises, which are the subject matter of the 
permit, accessible at reasonable times to the Board of Selectmen 
or its designated representative for the purpose of assuring com- 
pliance with this code.’’ 


. Amend Article II, section B by adding the following new 


paragraph: 

*‘Application for a building permit must be accompanied by a 
sketch, or plan of the proposed construction, movement, or 
alteration, together with a statement from the applicant describ- 
ing the intended use of any new, moved or altered building, both 
to be retained by the Board of Selectmen.’’ 


. Amend Article III by adding Section B, which shall read as 


follows: 
**. B. The Board of Selectmen shall establish an appropriate fee 
schedule for building permits.’’ 


. Amend Article IV to correct the reference to New Hampshire 


laws so that the article refers to current laws. 


. Amend Article VII to correct the reference to New Hampshire 


laws so that the article refers to current laws, and also to provide 
for an appeal process in regards to decisions made by a building 
inspector. The article will read as follows: 

*“Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Selectmen 
or building inspector made under this ordinance may appeal to 
the Board of Adjustment, in accordance with Chapter 156 of the 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated as amended.’’ 


3. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Use Table as follows: 
1. Add to Table I of Use Regulations in section titled ‘‘Wholesale, 


Transportation and Industrial’’ the following: 


9. Light industrial firms such as, but not restricted to, elec- 
tronics assembly, machine shop, wood-working, computer 
technology, etc. 


Article XI of the Zoning Ordinance states that business and 
commercial establishment including light industrial uses are per- 
mitted in the C-1 Zoning District. However, the accompanying 
Use Table which identifies the types of wholesale, transportation 
and industrial uses permitted does not specify a range of light in- 
dustries which could be included. This change does not alter the 
intent of the ordinance, it merely gives examples of the types of 
light industries to be permitted to reflect the intent of the or- 
dinance.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Town meeting last year was a rather chilling event. Not only was the 
heating system inoperable but our electricity failed during balloting, causing 
many frozen townspeople and officials. The business portion of the meeting 
was therefore brief. One of the more heated and vocal discussions con- 
cerned the new format for the town report. Opinion was strongly expressed 
by the townspeople that the smaller size format should be retained by the 
Town. 


The next major event was the replacement of the Plains Road and Roby 
Road bridges with multi plate culverts, along with the completion of the 
TRA project to the Webster Town Line. The projects should benefit 
Warner residents for many years to come. 


Over runs on the construction and major repairs to the highway equip- 
ment caused the Board of Selectmen much anxiety and a great deal of work 
in revising line item budget expenditures to compensate. 


The Town Hall has received its share of work and money. The 
Selectmen’s Office has been enlarged and carpeted to save heating costs and 
cut down on noise. It was discovered that carpeting would be cheaper than 
refinishing the original hardwood floors. 


The new heating system has saved every penny that was projected and has 
been a valuable asset to the building. Funds from this under expenditure 
were made available to offset some financial problems in the highway 
department’s over expenditure. Since our experience with the Town Hall 
repairs has been so favorable, your selectmen are proposing additional in- 
vestments in the Town Hall which will have further long lasting effects for 
the good of the Town. 


The Sewall firm completed the reassessment of the town this year. Results 
were a mixed bag. Some areas in town showed a substantial increase while 
other areas reflected lower desirability and thus somewhat lower 
assessments. Sewall held nearly five days of public hearings and many per- 
sonal interviews with taxpayers. Total gross assessed value of the town now 
exceeds 25 million dollars. 


This year, for the first time, a computer was used to process all of our 
property tax information and has proven to be valuable in preparing de- 
tailed tax bills, showing the people exactly how much they are paying for 
school, county and town government. We have benefited from our com- 
puter files by using them to print the copy for our assessment booklet and 
labels for inventories and town reports. 


If so voted at this March town meeting we foresee the possibility of the 
Town being able to save money on bank interest by going to pay-as-you-go, 
semi-annual tax collections as a result of the computer capabilities. 


This has been a year of change in the administration of Town govern- 
ment. It has been a year of challenge to your board to keep expenditures 
within the bounds of a prudent budget, but we can confidently say that the 
Town of Warner is generally in better physical and financial condition as we 
close out the year.

The year 1978 was a very busy one for our Department, answering 106 
calls of all types. This was an increase of 22 calls over 1977 and the most 
calls ever handled in one year. Reasons for increased calls: Growth in 
population, increased use of auxiliary heating equipment and increased 
automobile traffic through our area. 

In June, Freeman A. West Sr. retired from the Department after serving 
over 25 years. Lieutenant William Jewell resigned in August and Ralph 
Sweeney left Warner in August to reside in Maine. All of these members 
contributed a considerable amount of time and effort during their years 
with the Department. Four new members joined us in 1978, Jimmy Gilman, 
Alan Piroso, Stewart Fortune and Clifford August. We have had one pro- 
motion since last year. Edward P. Raymond, Jr. was appointed Lieutenant 
in January 1979 filling the unoccupied office vacated when William Jewell 
resigned in August. 
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Early in the year, we were greatly saddened by the loss of retired Deputy 
chief and long time friend, L. Waldo Bigelow, Jr. To those of us who knew 
him well, Waldo was a sincere, dedicated person, not only as a member of 
our Department, but in all other activities in which he served our Town, 
Village District, County and State. No matter where Waldo traveled or 
whatever job he undertook, the Warner Fire Department was always first 
on his mind and his many experiences benefited the Department and its 
members a thousand-fold. We shall miss him greatly and remember him 
always. 

Many hours were spent in training activities and many hours were spent 
finishing Tank 2 and our Forestry Jeep. In the 1979 budget we have re- 
quested funds to reshingle the roof at the Fire Station and to paint the in- 
terior. As usual the request is for materials only; all labor will be supplied 
by Department members. Speaking of donations, our new sign on the front 
of the station was handcarved and painted by Fireman Charles ‘‘Pooch’’ 
Baker and the wood was provided by Nichols Saw Mill. ‘‘Pooch’’ worked 
many hours on the sign and did an excellent job. Another member, Richard 
Brown, built and installed a new base structure for the siren atop the old 
Fire Station on Kearsarge Street. The old base was collapsing and needed 
extensive repair. Other members assisted Dick in the installation of the new 
base. 

During the session with the Budget Committee in January 1979, I was 
asked when we would need to replace our oldest fire pumper. My response 
was: ‘‘Our oldest pumper, engine 4, which is used as an attack pumper, is a 
1964 model. Normal maximum first line service for a pumper is 20 years. 
Therefore we intend to begin planning and writing specifications for a new 
unit in 1980. We hope this unit will be included in the 1981 budget so that 
we can expect delivery by 1983. We are constantly watching the direction 
our neighboring towns are taking in purchases of new fire equipment, to 
give us a better insight in future planning. Also, in order to maintain our 
current fire insurance rating, we need to be equipped to provide over 1600 
gallons of water per minute (GPM) from our pumpers. We now have 1750 
GPM capacity, but a unit over 20 years old is not considered in the rating 
system.’’ I mention this so that all residents will be aware and understand 
what is involved. Also, I want to point out that planning is being done to 
provide for future needs, so that the Selectmen and the Budget Committee 
will have time to estimate funding requirements in advance rather than on a 
one year at a time basis. 

Another area of emergency service which is undergoing considerable 
change is Ambulance and Emergency Medical Services. At present the 
Town of Hopkinton Fire Department Ambulances(s) serve our Town. In 
1978 they made 55 trips to Warner for emergency medical reasons. The 
nominal charge to our residents has been $25.00 plus $1.00 per mile to the 
hospital or an average fee of $45.00. This charge has been billed directly to 
the persons receiving the service by the Town of Hopkinton. Unfortunately 
the cost of their operation coupled with rigid training requirements for their 
personnel has caused them to take a more realistic view of expenses involved 
in providing out-of-town services. They now propose after April 1, 1979, to 
charge $70.00 per run within the Towns of Warner, Webster and Dunbar- 
ton which they serve. This amount would be billed directly to the Town 
receiving the service. The Selectmen would then bill the resident or accident 
victim requiring the service. This of course relieves the Town of Hopkinton 
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of trying to collect out of town bills and insures them of being repaid for 
services rendered. It’s easy to understand the reason for their new pro- 
cedures and policy because of the ever increasing costs related to this ser- 
vice. At any rate, it’s still a good service for our town and this Department 
feels that the coverage and assistance the Hopkinton Fire Department Am- 
bulance has given us is immesurable. They have personnel on duty 8:00 AM 
to 5:00 PM Monday through Friday and others on call nights and 
weekends. 

We would like to thank all Departments and individuals who have 
assisted us during 1978 and all residents for their continued support and ap- 
preciation.

REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression program that is recognized as superior throughout the 
United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local 
community governments have worked together to prevent and combat 
forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are 
appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the members 
of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used to pay one- 
half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire 
organizations, within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. 
State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to sup- 
press forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest fire prevention 
work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is permit- 
ted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest fire 
Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one 
year or both.

Nurse’s Report—December 31, 1978 


The Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association continues to take health skills 
into the home and the community to meet the needs of the area residents. A 
total of 7,605 home visits were provided in 1978 by our staff. These visits in- 
clude skilled nursing care, physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech 
therapy, homemaker/home health aid, health education and mental health 
follow-up. 

Home visits to your town in 1978 total 1,091. 

New Activities this Past Year: 

March of Dimes grant enabled agency to sponsor prenatal classes. 

Cancer screening clinics were held in cooperation with the New London 
Cancer Unit. 

Infant carseat loan program with safety instruction was initiated. 

Participation in area SCAN committee organized to promote Screening 
for Child Abuse and Neglect. 

Clinics: 

The agency continues to offer the following: 

Immunization and TB testing. 

Child health. 

Adult health screening (ncluding blood pressure clinics). 

Dental. 

Anticipated Activities: 

Expansion of homemaker and home health aide programs. 

The W.1.C. program is currently available to residents of Sullivan Coun- 
ty and it is to be expanded in 1979 to residents of Merrimack County. The 
W.I.C. program provides basic supplementary foods to pregnant Women, 
Infants and young Children in low-income families. 

A Board of Directors manages the agency’s activities and two residents 
from each town unselfishly devote many hours to serving on it. Your town 
representatives are Mrs. Edward Davis and Mr. Fred N. Creed, Jr.

COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 


Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program is the focal point of 
social service delivery in this area. Community Action is part of the Com- 
munity Services Administration of the federal government. The program is 
designed to help the low-income and the elderly in your town. The programs 
are run out of the Community Action office in the Community Building 
(Old Graded School) in Warner. The Community Services Administration 
pays for 61% of the cost of running the center and the remaining 39% 
($9,733.50) is divided up among the eight towns based upon the percentage 
of local resident participation in the programs. 

This money brings a variety of programs and services into the area at an 
estimated cash value of over $150,000, though it is impossible to put a price 
tag on many of the services we provide. 
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One of our most successful programs is that of service to senior citizens in 
the area. Twenty-eight senior citizens receive meals-on-wheels (in addition 
to those who get them from New London Hospital). A congregate meal for 
seniors 1s served every Tuesday and Friday at noon at the Community 
Building in Warner and in Henniker there is a congregate meal the second 
Monday of every month. Community Action Program provides free bus 
service into Concord every Tuesday and Thursday for seniors who need to 
get to the doctor or do shopping. 

Among the other programs are the Weatherization program to help low- 
income people insulate their homes and an Emergency Energy Assistance 
Program to help with the expense of home heating.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This report covers the highlights of activity in the department during the 
year 1978. Elsewhere in the report statistical information regarding specific 
activity by category is provided with a comparison to figures for the 
preceding year. Some comments on these figures and their significance will 
be made further along in this report. 


Operations 

During the year, patrol activity was expanded within the limits of our 
present capability to provide on duty officer availability. At all other times, 
complaints and calls for assistance are handled on a call out basis. The 
telephone dispatch system continues to function efficiently and the depart- 
ment’s dispatchers, Jean Fairneny, Doris Nichols and Betty Fredericks 
handled 1,026 calls, an 86% increase over last year. The excellent job being 
done by these department employees is appreciated and their contribution 
to the overall operation of the department is great indeed. 

In August, Officer James Smith resigned to accept a full time Police Of- 
ficer’s job with the Sunapee Police Department. Jim was a real asset to this 
organization and we shall miss him,.but our best wishes for his success and 
future achievement go with him. Two new department employees were add- 
ed, Michael Cutting and Kevin Hurley, both hired as police officers and 
currently in training during their probationery period. In January both men 
started an eight week training program in Concord sponsored by the N. H. 
Police Standards and Training Council. There are sixteen sessions to the 
course, attendance twice a week and the curriculum includes Laws of Ar- 
rest, Use of Force, Motor Vehicle Law, Defensive Driving, Accident In- 
vestigation, Domestic Complaints, Officer in Court and Crime Prevention. 
Successful completion of the course is based upon minimum attendance of 
at least thirteen sessions and passing grades for the examinations given. It is 
expected that in the very near future all part time/special officers will be re- 
quired by state law to attend and pass similar courses of instruction as a 
prerequisite to holding police officer positions. 

The other officers of the department, Dennis Crawford, John Rand and 
John Aubin have been involved with department activities both scheduled 
and special assignments to the extent allowed by their regular employment. 
Schedules and assignments must be kept flexible to accommodate the 
changes required for personal or business reasons of the officers. Training 
for department officers this year included Traffic Violation Procedures, 
DWI—Implied Consent Law & Arrest Procedures, Juvenile Seminar (3 ses- 
sions), Cruiser Operation by Officers—Liabilities, Firearms Training and 
Qualification and K9 Training Methods and Demonstration. Police officer 
training has become highly specialized and very necessary in light of court 
rulings which have placed a great burden of responsibility on the officer, his 
department and the community to insure that the police function is con- 
ducted in a professional and competent manner. The department’s objec- 
tive therefore has been and will continue to be one of providing the 
necessary training on a continuing basis for all officers to enable them to 
carry out their enforcement duties in a knowledgeable, confident manner at 
all times and under all circumstances. 
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Crime Prevention 

Reference to the activity figures provided with this report show some in- 
teresting information which can be useful to everyone in connection with 
the important activity of crime prevention and reduction. Your attention is 
directed specifically to the increase in the number of Thefts/Breaking and 
Entering, Criminal Mischief/Vandalism and Disturbance complaints 
recorded during the year. With regards to thefts, we urge all residents of this 
community to be aware that the safeguarding of property is primarily the 
responsibility of the owner. Prevention is much easier than apprehension 
and recovery and this means that by taking some basic precautions about 
leaving valuables in unprotected places such as on porches or in backyards 
the likelihood of loss is greatly reduced. Don’t forget to lock house doors 
and garages while away even for short periods while shopping or visiting. 
Don’t invite losses by carelessness. Theft of automobiles is another situa- 
tion which is many times invited by leaving keys in the car. Take your car 
keys with you at all times and if you don’t plan on locking the car doors 
then by all means make sure there are no valuables left in the vehicle. 

Neighborhood Watch Programs also can be a very effective means of 
preventing and reducing crimes against property and the person. Simply 
stated it means each of us showing enough concern for our neighbors and 
community to take the time and effort of reporting suspicious activity 
promptly with as much useful information about the incident as possible. A 
combined and cooperative effort by citizens and the enforcement agencies 
can result in significant reduction of the activity of those who would steal, 
vandalize or otherwise cause disturbances.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


The past year has been an active one for the Planning Board. We held ten 
regular and two additional monthly meetings. Members also looked at 
property proposed for subdivision and spent additional time learning about 
soils, sewage problems, fire and other safety regulations. We have tried to 
make informed decisions and accurately interpret the laws and regulations 
which apply to subdivisions in our town. The Board reviewed the town’s 
Zoning Ordinance and Building Code. Public hearings were held so that the 
public would have the opportunity to suggest and comment on changes in 
the Ordinance. A budget was prepared to give selectmen and voters a clearer 
understanding of the costs related to town planning functions. (In the past 
Planning Board expenses were included in Selectmen’s overall expenses.) 


A summary of Board actions in the past year appears as follows: 


10 minor subdivisions, totaling 24 lots, were approved 

4 annexations were approved 

1 consolidation was approved 

1 discretionary easement was not approved 

1 minor subdivision was not approved (did not meet zoning requirements) 
1 pre-application for major subdivision was reviewed. 


Last year E. Allan Parker and Jane B. Holliday were appointed to fill 
vacancies created by resignations. 

The Board wishes to thank all persons who gave assistance during the 
past year. We especially appreciate the time given by Jean Manning, Paul 
Violette, Jim McLaughlin, and Dennis Hamilton; we wish to commend 
Dennis O’Connell for his service to the Board and legal help. Central N. H. 
Regional Planning Commission also assisted the Board on several occa- 
sions. 

Warner’s population has grown from 1,441 in 1970 to approximately 
1,900 sons in 1978. Although there has been a population increase of 32% 
in that eight year period, the majority of new residents have moved into ex- 
isting housing units rather than newly constructed units. While the tax base 
is expanding, it is not increasing as much as it would if all new residents 
were moved into new construction. While the current Board membership 
favors continued growth and expansion of our tax base, all members are 
concerned that Warner’s small town and rural environment be maintained. 
During 1979 the Planning Board plans to hold a series of open forums to 
focus attention on Warner’s future development. It is hoped that more of 
our citizens will take an active role in directing growth policy in the town.
